IMPORTANCE AND EFFICIENCY OF BRITISH ZINC INDUSTRY 
THE OTTAWA AGREEMENTS 


SIR ROBERT HORNE’S 


The Fifth Annual Ordinary General Meeting of Imperial 
Smelting Corporation, Limited, was held, on November 12, at 
the Chartered Insurance Institute, 20, Aldermanbury, London, 
E.C.2. 

The Rt. Hon. Sir Robert Horne, G.B.E., K.C., M.P. (the 
chairman), presided. 

The Chairman, in the course of his remarks, said :—A year 
ago when we met I had hopes of paying a dividend on our 
ordinary shares for the period under review, and up till nearly 
the end of the first quarter of this year it appeared as if these 
hopes would be realised. The continued fall in metals, I regret 
to say, dashed these hopes, and, while our revenue showed sub- 
stantial improvement, the immediate position of and outlook for 
the metals in which we are chiefly interested made it necessary 
for us to adopt a policy of conservation in order to safeguard 
the resources of the group. 

Spelter, which averaged £16 7s. 6d. in the first half of the 
period under review, fell to £14 16s. 5d. in the second half and 
has since declined to a level under £12 sterling per ton. 
Measured in gold this is the lowest price ever known. It is this 
disastrous break in the price obtained for our main product 
that has upset our just expectations. 


LARGER NET PROFIT 


The figures in the corporation’s accounts have made you aware 
that the gross income received in respect of dividends and in- 
terest was £163,930, compared with income from the same 
sources in the preceding year of £137,189 and £118,834 two 
years ago. 

The net profit of the corporation for the year was £154,984, 
compared with £129,880 in the year ended June 30, 1933, to 
which there falls to be added the balance of £12,680 brought 
forward from the preceding year, making the total amount at 
our disposal £161,664, or rather more than £20,000 in excess of 
the figure at June 30, 1933. After meeting the preferential 
dividend for the year, the balance to be carried forward is 
£33,126, compared with £12,680 brought forward from the 
previous year. 


RESERVE OF RAW MATERIALS 


After a preliminary geological examination we have taken up 
about 1,400 acres in a promising mineral field known as the 
Pinnacles some miles south of Broken Hill, in New South Wales. 
An exhaustive geological examination is soon to be made, and 
we intend to do a considerable amount of diamond drilling. 
There are moderate-sized lodes of lead-zinc ore already disclosed 
by previous workings and these may develop in importance at 
depth. The ore is high in silver, and if our examination dis- 
closes a sufficient tonnage, it is our intention to develop it for 
the purpose of giving us a more or less permanent supply of the 
raw material necessary for our manufacture. You will under- 
stand, however, that we regard this work as purely tentative and 
precautionary. 

DEFECTS OF THE TARIFF 


On February 4, 1932, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr 
Neville Chamberlain, made a statement in the House of 
Commons defining the Government’s tariff policy which gave 
immense relief to those who, like ourselves, were deeply in- 
terested in British industry. Mr. Chamberlain said that the 
Government proposed 

“* .. by a system of moderate protection scientifically 
adjusted to the needs of industry and agriculture to transfer 
to our own factories and our own fields work which is now 
done elsewhere and thereby decrease unemployment in the only 
satisfactory way it can be diminished.” 

And Mr. Chamberlain very rightly added that the Government 

‘* |. . have framed a policy which will bring new hope and 
a new heart to this country... .” 


This statement gave us the necessary confidence to expand 
our activities in the belief that if we were efficient in our 
methods of production and gave added employment to the people, 
the zinc-producing industry, like others, would receive reason- 
able protection as against cheaper and lower standards of living 
in other countries. 

Our business is of national importance from an industrial 
standpoint quite apart from the fact that it is essential to the 
defence of the country. 

In the past few years we have almost completely reorganised 
the zinc industry of this country. 

We do not seek consideration in return for promises of what 
we will do—we ask to be judged on facts—the most important 
of which is the employment, direct and indirect, which we give 
to a large body of British workers. We have no need to cover 
up weaknesses in management or inefficiency in plant operation. 





REVIEW 


In less than ten years our staff have raised the efficiency of the 
British zinc industry from the lowest in the world to an equality 
with the best. 


THE IMPORT DUTY 


We have, however, to meet a higher cost for wages ; a higher 
cost for fuel; a higher cost for transport; and heavier taxation 
in this country as compared with foreign producers who com. 
pete with us. 

There is an import duty of 10 per cent. on foreign zinc and 
this import duty, if it had been made fully operative, would 
have given some help to all concerned. But at Ottawa in 
October, 1932, when the imposition of such a duty was under 
consideration, an error was made which had the effect—surely 
never intended—of weakening the position of the producer in 
the United Kingdom. We foresaw the difficulties which have 
arisen, and those who represented us stated their objections at 
the time, but without avail. In the result the price of zinc has 
been forced down far below anything previously known and 
stands at a figure at which it is almost impossible to conduct 
the operations of a producer in this country to any profit. 

The advice we gave was in favour of a simple system involving 
an operative import duty on foreign zinc ; a substantially higher 
duty on manufactures of zinc; and a full drawback of the duty 
on any zinc used in manufactures which are exported from this 
country. This is still our point of view, and the experience 
which we have had since then reinforces its soundness and 
cogency. Our advice was unfortunately disregarded and the 
British Government entered into complicating agreements with 
the Dominions which, when they began to be implemented, 
introduced into the market for zinc a deflationary influence on 
prices. 


POSITION OF EMPIRE PRODUCERS 


Under the Ottawa agreements the Empire producers—i.e. 
those outside the United Kingdom—are required to sell their 
metal in Great Britain at what is said to be the ‘‘ world price” 
which is defined as the London Metal Exchange official quota- 
tion. This quotation is on the basis that the duty is “ for 
buyers’ account.”” Now it must be obvious that an article on 
which duty is still to be calculated cannot in an official market 
have the same value as an article quoted ‘‘ duty-free,”’ and 
that any effort to secure price-equality between the two must 
have a continuously deflationary influence on the price of the 
duty-free article. This is exactly what we have been experienc- 
ing until we have now arrived at a stage when, on the basis of 
an artificial “‘ world price,’’ we are expected to sell at figures 
which no longer reflect the real state of supply and demand. 
It is a rare occurrence for what is here called the ‘‘ world 
price ’’ to be as high as that being paid for the metal in other 
parts of the world. We are, in fact, expected to sell our product 
on the same level as small sales here of residual foreign metal 
produced with wages 25 per cent. lower than ours, while every 
single manufactured article we buy is priced at a cost based on 
the British standard of wages and living. That is an impossible 
situation, which obviously cannot be suffered indefinitely. 


IMPERIAL ORGANISATION 


Most of you are aware, I think, that one of the important 
lessons which we learned in the war was the necessity of having 
a zinc industry of our own. To-day, through your efforts along 
with others, the Empire zinc production is more than sufficient 
for Empire consumption. The United Kingdom by itself has a 
consumption at the moment of 140,000 to 150,000 tons per 
annum, which can now be easily met by our domestic production 
and the surplus of the other countries of the Empire. This is 


an industry which can, and in our opinion should, be organised 
on an Empire basis. 


FAIR CONDITIONS FOR HOME SMELTERS 


The Dominion producers have the whole of their domestic 
markets, which are very substantial, reserved for their own 
products. We desire only a definite proportion of British con- 
sumption to be reserved for the smelters in the United Kingdom. 
A scheme on this basis demands co-operation among the Empire 
producers, and we are ready and willing to co-operate provided 
there is reasonable regard for the interests of the British con- 
sumer; equally reasonable protection within the Dominion 
markets for Empire zinc re-imported there in manufactured 
form; and proper provision for the requirements of the export 
trade of the British manufacturer. On such a foundation there 
could be built up a healthy and powerful industry, affording 


regular and profitable employment to an important section of our: 


people and adding strength to the industrial and defensive 
structure of the British Comnionwealth of Nations. 
The report and accounts were uanimously adopted.

The value of exports of United Kingdom goods in 
October (£36-7 million) exceeded that recorded for any 
month since January, 1931. The increase as compared 
with a year ago was general, apart from parcel post, 
the largest proportionate increase being recorded for 
manufactured articles. Compared with September the 
increase applied to all the five classes of merchandise. 
The value of exports of manufactured goods 
(£28,527,000) was higher than in any month since 
January, 1931, and that of raw materials (£4,466,000) 
higher than in any month since December, 1930. 


In the case of imports also the expansion was 
general, apart from parcel post, the total value, 
£68,994,000, being greater than in any month since 
February, 1982. Compared with a year ago, imports 
of food, drink and tobacco increased by £3,442,000, 
raw materials by £1,865,000 and manufactured articles 
by £1,835,000, the increase in each case lying between 
10 and 13 per cent. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
lati month amounted to £282 million. For the ten 
months ended October the excess of imports this year 
was £236 million, or £31 million more than in 1933. 


Imports of bullion and specie, £17°8 million, were 
double those in September and were higher than in 
any month since June. Exports were very small, 
amounting to only £2°8 million. The excess of imports 
over exports for the first ten months of the year was 
£125 million. 


The additional information now available from the 
Accounts relating to Trade and Navigation enables the 
approximate value in each month of our aggregate 
trade with British countries and with foreign countries 
to be ascertained.

IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—For the grain and flour 
group as a whole the value of the imports was 
£564,000 (11 per cent.) greater than in October, 1933. 
Imports of wheat during October continued the ten- 
dency shown throughout the year, being 1-9 million 
cwts. (19 per cent.) less than in October, 1933, and im- 
ports from the three principal countries of consignment 
were also in accordance with the general trend during 
this year, viz., a reduction in supplies from Australia and 
Canada, and an increase in those from the Argentine. 
Imports of barley, oats, and wheat meal and flour also 
showed a very considerable reduction in quantity as 
compared with a year ago, a noticeable feature being 
the absence of any shipments of barley from the Soviet 
Union. The quantity of maize imported again showed a 
substantial increase (2:2 million cwts., or 56 per cent.) 
over the corresponding month of last year; there was a 
large increase in supplies from the Argentine, as in the 
earlier months of the year, accompanied bya smaller in- 
crease in consignments from each of the other principal 
sources except the Soviet Union. Apart from wheat, 
the average values of imports of each of the principal 
descriptions of cereals rose appreciably during the 
month, barley to 6s. 1d. per cwt. (the highest since July, 
1932), oats to 6s. 74d. per cwt. (the highest since 1929), 
maize to 4s. 114d. per cwt. (the highest since October, 
1930), and wheat meal and flour to 7s. 10d. per cwt. 
(the highest since September, 1933). In the case of 
wheat, there was a slight decline to 6s. Od. per cwt., 
but this value was higher than that in the correspond- 
ing month of last year. 


Aggregate imports of meat during the month were 
slightly greater in quantity than a year ago, notwith- 
standing a reduction of 158,000 cwts. (21 per cent.) in 
the quantity of bacon imported. There was an increase 
of 45,000 cwts. (5 per cent.) in respect of beef, mainly 
due to larger supplies of frozen beef from Australia, and 
of 71,000 cwts. (20 per cent.) in respect of mutton and 
lamb, owing to larger consignments from New Zealand; 
imports of chilled or frozen pork continued to increase, 
and were more than twice as great as in October last 
year. The average value of the bacon imported declined 
somewhat, as compared with the comparatively high 
figures recorded in the previous two months, but there 
was little change in respect of beef or of mutton and 
lamb. 


The value of the imports of dairy produce was some- 
what smaller than a year ago. The quantity of butter 
imported increased by 129,000 cwts. (21 per cent.), but 
the value was less by £256,000 (9 per cent.). Imports 
of eggs showed a slight increase, both in quantity and 
value, while imports of cheese were on a slightly lower 
scale than in October, 1933. The average values of the 
cheese and eggs imported were the highest recorded this 
year (£2 9s. 10d. per cwt. and 9s. 6d. per great hundred, 
respectively). 


The principal changes in the fresh fruit and vege- 
tables group, which showed a decline of £335,000 (10 
per cent.) in aggregate value, were reductions in im- 
ports of apples, pears, tomatoes and potatoes, and 
increases in respect of bananas, oranges and onions. 


The quantity of tea imported increased from 52-7 
million lbs. a year ago to 68°6 million lbs. last month ; 
imports from British India rose by 30 per cent. to 49°3 
million lbs., while consignments from China continued 
the tendency shown throughout the year and rose from 
1:0 to 4:7 million lbs. Imports of raw sugar declined 
somewhat in comparison with October, 1933, increased 
supplies from Australia and the Union of South Africa 
being more than offset by reduced imports from the 
other British sources of supply and from Cuba. 


There was a striking increase—from 22-7 to 49°7 
million lbs.—in the quantity of unmanufactured 
tobacco imported during the month. Almost the whole 
of the increased supplies came from the United States, 
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imports from which amounted to 42°56 million lbs., 
but imports from British sources also showed a smali 


The increase in quantity was accompanied 


by a rise in the average value of the imports to 1s. 6d. 
per lb., the highest figure recorded since the end of 
1929. Comparing the first ten months of this year and 
last, imports of unmanufactured tobacco increased in 
quantity by 27 per cent., while the increase in value 
was 51 per cent. 


Raw Materials.—Compared with a year ago, in- 
creases were recorded for eleven of the fourteen groups 
included in this class, the most marked being in respect 
of raw rubber, £1,468,000 (487 per cent.), wood and 
timber, £702,000 (19 per cent.), non-ferrous ores and 
scrap, £349,000 (47 per cent.), iron ore and scrap, 
£129,000 (55 per cent.), and raw cotton, £123,000 (4 per 
cent.). The largest decline was in respect of raw wool, 
etc. (£747,000), while there was also a substantial de-

factures (£227,000). Among the more important ip. 
creases may be noted those in respect of non-ferrous 
metals (£677,000), paper, cardboard, etc. (£253,000), 
machinery (£243,000), iron and steel (£225,000), and 
the manufactured oils group, which includes refined 
petroleum (£208,000). Compared with the preceding 
month, there was an all-round increase, the largest 
being in respect of the manufactured oils group 
(£541,000), non-ferrous metals (£472,000), and _ the 
miscellaneous group (£324,000); six of the remaining 
groups showed increases of between £100,000 and 
£200,000. 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco last month were valued at £2,794,000, 
being £79,000 (3 per cent.) more than in October, 
1933. There was an increase of £97,000 in respect of 
beverages and cocoa preparations, exports of spirits to 
the United States increasing by £162,000; for the first 
ten months of the year exports of spirits to that 
country were £2,420,000 greater in value than during 
the same period of 1933. Compared with a year ago, 
there was an increase of £57,000 in the value of ex 
ports included in the miscellaneous food group, partly 
due to purchases of herrings by the Soviet Union. 


Raw Materials.—Exports during October of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £4,466,000, or £148,000 (3 per cent.) more 
than a year ago. The value of the coal exported in 
creased by £110,000 (4 per cent.), and there were in- 
creases of £70,000 for cotton waste, etc., and of 
£64,000 for the miscellaneous group. Exports of raw 
wool, wool waste, etc., were, however, valued at 
£135,000 (22 per cent.) less than in October, 1933, due 
mainly to reduced exports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool 
to the United States and Germany. 


Coal.—Exports of coal during October amounted to 
3,630,000 tons, or 75,000 tons (2 per cent.) more than 4 
year ago; as stated above, the increase in value was 
4 per cent. Exports to France, the principal market, 
declined by 103,000 tons (18 per cent.), the decline for 
the ten months being 11 per cent, but in the case of 
Italy, the next largest market, there was an increase 
of 47,000 tons (12 per cent.), though for the tel 
months there was a decline of 6 per cent. Important 
declines were recorded for Germany (121,000 tons) and 
Canada (31,000 tons), while there were substantial in 
creases in the exports to the Argentine (72,000 tons), 
Finland (60,000 tons), Egypt (50,000 tons) and Norway 
(40,000 tons)—each of these countries recorded an il- 
crease for the ten months. Compared with the pre 
vious month, exports of coal were somewhat higher 
both in quantity and value; an increase of 80,000 tons 
in exports to the Argentine and smaller increases i 
respect of Canada, Spain, Algeria and France being 
partly off-set by decreases in exports to Sweden, 
Germany, Denmark and Italy. The average value of 
the coal exported last month was 16s. 6d. per ton, 
compared with 16s. 1d. in September and 16s. 3d. in 
October, 1933. 
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The quantity of coal shipped as bunkers on vessels 
engaged in the foreign trade and on fishing vessels was 
1,123,000 tons, or 50,000 tons less than in October, 
1983; for the first ten months of the year, however, 
there Was an increase compared with a year earlier of 
108,000 tons (1 per cent.). 


Manufactured Articles.—Exports during October 
of articles wholly or mainly manufactured were valued 
at £28,527,000, or £2,383,000 (9 per cent.) more than 
s year ago, and £2,180,000 (8 per cent.) more than in 
September. Compared with September only three 
groups showed declines—non-ferrous metals (£168,000) 
woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures (£78,000) 
and coke and manufactured fuel (£36,000), while 
among the remaining groups increases of over £100,000 
were recorded for machinery (£499,000), iron and steel 
(£323,000), cotton yarns and manufactures (£268,000), 
the miscellaneous group (£260,000), chemicals, drugs, 
ete. (£225,000), electrical goods (£192,000), pottery, 
glass, etc. (£128,000), manufactures of textile 
materials other than cotton, wool and silk (£123,000), 
and cutlery, hardware, etc. (£107,000). Compared 
with October, 1933, increases exceeding £100,000 were 
recorded for machinery (£620,000) iron and _ steel 
(£481,000), cotton yarns and manufactures (£332,000), 
the vehicles group (£811,000), electrical goods 
(£260,000), pottery, glass, etc. (£149,000), chemicals, 
drugs, etc. (£136,000), cutlery, etc. (£135,000), and the 
manufactured oils group (£131,000). For only five 
groups were decreases recorded, of which the only one 
to exceed £50,000 was in respect of non-ferrous metals 
(£237,000), due to a very marked reduction of 
£488,000 in exports of tin blocks, etc., to the United 
States. 


Exports OF IRON AND STEEL, MAcuINERY, Moror Cars, 
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and for the ten months there was a decline of 33,000 
tons (15 per cent.). Exports of iron and steel goods to 
the Union of South Africa increased by £188,000, to 
Australia by £82,000 and to the Soviet Union by 
£69,000, but there was a very substantial decline 
(£225,000) in exports to the Argentine. | 


The tonnage of machinery exported during October 
showed an increase of 5,100 tons as compared with 
September and of 7,100 tons (28 per cent.) as com- 
pared with October, 1933; exports last month were in 
both quantity and value the highest recorded since 
April, 1932. Compared with a year ago, almost all 
classes of machinery showed increases, the only sub- 
stantial decline being in respect of sugar-making and 
refining machinery. Exports to the Union of South 
Africa increased by £166,000, to Australia by £78,000 
and to Japan by £66,000; for the first ten months of 
the year the respective increases were £1,250,00U, 
£575,000 and £225,000. Exports to the Soviet Union 
showed a decline for the ten months of £1,016,000, but 
for the month of October only there was an increase ot 
£35,000. 


The number of motor cars and chassis exported was 
1,101 (22 per cent.) more than in September and 1,448 
more than a year ago; the total (6,195) was the highest 
recorded for any month except January, 1933. A 
notable feature was the continued increase in exports 
of new private cars to New Zealand, 818 last month as 
compared with 247 a year earlier, and 3,999 in the ten 
months as compared with 1,476 in January to October. 
1933. The increase in exports of motor cycles and 
tricars compared with September was mainly seasonal, 
but the number exported was 21 per cent. greater than 
in October, 1933.

The value of exports of iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof in October amounted to £3,475,000, a 
higher total than that recorded for any month since 
November, 1930, while in quantity the exports were 
higher than in any month since October, 1930. Ex- 
ports last month were 23,000 tons greater than in Sep- 
tember and 27,000 tons (14 per cent.) more than in 
October, 1933. Of the latter increase 23,000 tons was 
In respect of rolling mill products—exports of steel 
plates and sheets under } in. thick increasing by 7,900 
tons and of thicker plates and sheets by 4,400 tons— 
and 8,700 tons was in respect of finished goods. In the 
latter class wrought tubes and railway material con-

Retained imports of raw cotton last month were 
seasonally 19-7 million lbs. more than in September, 
but 10°7 million lbs. (10 per cent.) less than a year 
ago. According to figures published by the Liverpoo! 
Cotton Association, deliveries of raw cotton to mills 
during October amounted to 108°6 million lbs., as com- 
pared with 88:1 million lbs. in September and 115°7 
million Ibs. in October, 1933; the aggregate deliveries 
to mills for the first ten months of this year (1085-5 
million lbs.) were practically the same as in the corre- 
sponding period of last year.

The proportion of our imports consigned from British 
countries during the first nine months of this year 
showed no appreciable change from that of a year 
earlier, but was considerably greater than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1924. Compared with a year ago 
the most notable feature was the increase in the pro- 
portion consigned from India—from 4°98 per cent. to 
2°48 per cent. The latter proportion was somewhat 
smaller than the corresponding figure for 1924, but for 
each of the Dominions except the Irish Free State the 
proportion this year was greater than in the corre- 
sponding period ten years ago, and this is true also of 
the various parts of the Colonial Empire, except East 
and West Africa. For most of the Dominions and 
Colonies the increase compared with 1924 was very 
substantial. 


Making comparison with the first nine months of 
1933, the only Dominion to supply a larger proportion 
of our imports was Newfoundland; the decline in 
respect of the Union of South Africa was considerable. 
The share of the Colonial Empire, however, was appre- 
ciably larger than a year ago; the value of imports from 
Malaya showed a very marked increase, the proportion 
being more than double that in the first nine months 
of 1983. The most important decline recorded was in 
respect of East Africa. 


The proportion of our domestic exports consigned to 
British countries during the past nine months was 
appreciably higher than a year earlier, and consider- 
ably greater than in the corresponding period of 1924. 
The increase compared with a year ago was mainly in 
respect of the Dominions, of which the only one to 
show a decline was the Irish Free State. The in- 
creases in respect of South Africa and Australia were 
particularly marked and the former retained her posi- 
tion as our second largest export market. India still 
remains our largest market, and took about the same 
proportion of our exports as a year earlier. The value 
of our exports to India increased by nearly £2 million; 
the greater part of this increase occurred in the third 
quarter of the year, for which India’s proportion of our 
exports was 932 per cent., as compared with 8-53 per 
cent. in the third quarter of 19383. Considerable reduc- 
tions were recorded for the British West Indies, etc. 
—for which the figure in respect of 1933 was abnor- 
mally high—and also for British West Africa and Hong 
Kong. Compared with the first nine months of 1924, 
the Union of South Africa showed a striking increase 
—from 3°86 to 737 per cent.—while increases were 
also recorded for Canada and New Zealand, that for 
the former being considerable, The Irish Free State. 


Australia and India each took a considerably reduced 
share of our exports, as did Hong Kong, the only part 
of the Colonial Empire for which a decline was 
recorded. 
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The re-export trade consists largely of a redistriby. 
tion of Empire produce to foreign countries, and the 
share taken by British countries, always relatively 
small, was slightly greater during the past nine months 
than in the corresponding period of 1933, while as com. 
pared with 1924 there was an appreciable increage. 
The proportions taken by Australia, India and the 
Colonial Empire were all less than a year ago, but the 
first-named was the only one of the British countries 
specified in the table on page 712 to show a reduction 
compared with ten years ago.

Imports.—Compared with a year ago, the proportion 
of our imports consigned from Kurope showed a slight 
decline. There was a considerable reduction in respect 
of Denmark, and smaller decreases in respect of the 
Irish Free State, France, Spain, Italy and Roumania; 
most of the remaining specified countries showed small 
increases. ‘There was also a decline in the proportion 
of imports consigned from Africa, due mainly to the 
decreases in respect of British countries already men- 
tioned, although Egypt also supplied a somewhat 
smaller proportion than a year ago. The most signifi- 
cant change in the continental distribution of our im- 
ports was the increase shown in respect of Asia—from 
11-53 to 13-33 per cent. While this was mainly due to 
the expansion in imports from British countries 
already referred to, all the specified foreign countries 
except Persia showed increases, those in respect of the 
Dutch East Indies and Japan being the most marked. 
For other continents there were less important 
changes, the declines in respect of North and Central 
America and Oceania being due primarily to the fall 
already noted in the shares supplied by the British 
countries in those areas, while in South America 4 
slight decline in the case of the Argentine was more 
than offset by appreciable increases for Brazil and 
Chile. 


Compared with the first nine months of 1924 the 
most noteworthy features were the decline in the pro- 
portion of our imports consigned from North and 
Central America and the increase in respect of Oceania, 
The former was due almost entirely to a very substan- 
tial decrease in the share of the United States, partly 
offset by increases for British countries and for the 
Dutch West Indies. Although there was only a rela- 
tively small change in the proportion of our imports 
consigned from Europe as a whole, appreciable varia- 
tions were recorded in respect of individual countries 
in that continent. In addition to the reduction in the 
share of the Irish Free State already noted, there was 
a very considerable decline in that of France, while 
among the countries supplying an increased proportion 
may be mentioned Germany, Finland, the Soviet 
Union and Denmark.

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Kong, took larger shares, but for India, China, Japan 
and the Dutch East Indies declines were recorded. 
All the specified areas in Africa, except Egypt, took a 
larger share of our exports than in the first nine 
months of 1924. For Europe, the most noteworthy 
change was an increase in the case of Denmark—from 
1°74 per cent. to 3°34 per cent. Increases were also 
recorded for most of the other specified countries, the 
exceptions being Germany, the Netherlands, Belgium, 
France, Switzerland and Spain. There was a very 
substantial decline, compared with ten years earlier, 
in the proportion taken by the United States. 


Re-exports.—Compared with a year ago, there was an 
appreciable increase in the proportion of our re-exports 
consigned to Europe, the principal change in respect of 
individual countries being an increase from 2:42 to 6°58 
per cent. in the share taken by the Soviet Union. In- 
creases were also shown for the Irish Free State, Fin- 
land, the Baltic States and Poland, Italy, Denmark, 
and Sweden, while important declines were recorded for 
France and Germany. Europe also took a consider- 
ably larger proportion of our re-exports than ten years 
ago, the only important reductions being in respect of 
Germany and the Netherlands. The United States’ 
share of our re-exports was considerably less than in 
the first nine months of either 1933 or 1924.

NEW ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: 
IMPORTED WOVEN PIECE-GOODS, RIBBONS 
AND CERTAIN ARTICLES MADE 
THEREFROM 


An Order-in-Council was made on November 9, 1934, 
under Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, 
requiring imported woven piece-goods and ribbons and 
certain articles made therefrom to bear an indication 
of origin. The text of the Order was published in dratt 
form in the ‘“ B.T.J.’’ of June 28, 1934 (pages 
981-2). The Order will come into force on February 9, 
1935, in respect of woven piece-goods, and on March 1, 
1935, in respect of the remainder of the goods 
concerned. 


OUTSTANDING GERMAN DEBTS 


1. Arrangements are made in the Anglo-German 
Payments Agreement of November 1, 1984 (Cmd. 
4726), for the liquidation over a period of twelve 
months of outstanding debts due to United Kingdom 
traders in respect of the sale of goods to Germany.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
reports as follows on the weather and crops in India for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL 


Calcutta, November 11.—Rainfall has been widespread in 
Chota Nagpur, Bihar and Burma on two days, and in East 
Guzarat, West Central India, the Central Provinces, Bengal 
and Assam on one day. 


Crop CoNDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, November 3.—Rainfall has been good in the 
Presidency and heavy in the Carnatic and Central Pro- 
vinces. The transplanting and sowing of paddy is proceed- 
ing. Standing crops are in fair condition, except in the 
Deccan, where they have been affected by a lack of rain. 


Bihar and Orissa, November 6.—Light rain has fallen in. 


Champaran, Palamau and Manbhum. Standing crops, in- 
cluding sugarcane, are in good condition. The prospects for 
winter rice are fair. 


Punjab, November 5.—The weather has been dry, and rain 
is badly needed. The condition of standing crops is average 
to good on irrigated areas and under average on unirrigated. 
Damage to cotton by boll-worm is reported from Lyallpur and 
Multan. 


Central Provinces, November 3.—The weather has beet 
cloudy. The condition of standing khariff crops is good. 
There has been some damage to cotton in Nagpur and Bul- 
dana. The harvesting of rice is progressing, and the ger- 
mination of rabi crops is satisfactory. 


Bengal, November 7.—Except for being heavy in places, 
rainfall has been light to moderate, improving the prospects

for winter paddy, but somewhat affecting prospects for 
spring crops. The reaping of early winter paddy is going on 
in places. 


Assam, November 12.—The weather is seasonable. There 
has been comparatively heavy rain in the Surma Valley. The 
outturn and prospects of the crop are fair. 


CANADA 
THE PETROLEUM PRODUCTS INDUSTRY, 1933 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London reports 
that 47 Canadian factories engaged in the petroleum pro- 
ducts industry had a production last year valued at 
70,268,265 dollars, including 69,803,721 dols. for petroleum 
refineries and 464,544 dols. for concerns engaged chiefly in 
the compounding of lubricating oils and greases. In 1932 
the total production was valued at 71,697,757 dols. The 
industry was capitalised last year at 68,193,854 dols. and 
employed 4,628 persons, earning 6,141,945 dols. 

The petroleum refining industry, of course, was the pre- 
dominant partner, being carried on in 37 plants, capitalised 
at 67,566,886 dols. and employing 4,551 persons. 

These refineries had a total capacity of 149,775 barrels of 
crude oil daily, and during the year used 1,044,210,850 
gallons, including 688,869,955 gals. from the United States, 
300,299,555 gals. from South America, 32,404,139 gals. from 
Canadian wells and 22,637,201 gals. from Trinidad and the 
Soviet Union. 


Pretrot, Furn Om anp KEROSENE 


Petrol production totalled 422,936,793 gals., including 
267,086,230 gals. ‘‘ straight run,” and 155,850,563 gals. by 
cracking. Oil wells in Alberta sold about 5,850,000 gals. of 
naphtha directly to consumers for use in tractors, etc. 

Imports of petrol, including casinghead, totalled 56,810,637 
gals., while exports reached 4,050,640 gals. The apparent 
consumption of petrol in Canada during the year was 
463,176,444 gals. This figure is computed from production, 
imports, exports and refinery stocks. The gross sales, how- 
ever, from petrol tax returns for all purposes were 
484,323,513 gals,, inclusive of naphtha sold in the Turner 
Valley field, at the wells to farmers and others for use in 
tractors, automobiles, etc. 

Fuel oil production in Canada last year _ totalled 
338,465,105 gals., of which 55,884,197 gals. were used for 
fuel by the reporting refineries. Imports of fuel oil totalled 
70,168,321 gals., and exports 10,658,848 gals. 

The production of kerosene aggregated 49,028,329 gals., in 
addition to imports of 1,569,384 gals., while 1,001,014 gals. 
were exported. 


RECENT BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


According to a recent report of the Bank of Montreal, the 
volume of business generally has been well maintained, and 
Canada has entered upon the last quarter of the year with 
conditions in production, distribution and consumption dis- 
tinctly better than during the previous two years. While 
crops the country over are again below average, they are 
somewhat larger than last year and selling at higher prices, 
so that the buying power of the farm population should be 
increased during succeeding months to the advantage of 
trade generally. Expansion of output has occurred in such 
major industries as lumber, newsprint, motor vehicles, 
rubber goods, minerals, artificial silk, textiles and coal, while 
carloadings, bank clearings and bank debits make favour- 
able comparison with those of last year. The building trade, 
after a long period of dullness, has shown signs of revival, 
aided to this end by the construction of public works by the 
Dominion Government. 


ONTARIO GOLD ORE MILLINGS AND BULLION 
SALES 


The Imperial Institute has been informed by its corre- 
sponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, Toronto, 
that during September, 1934, 546,477 short tons (of 2,000 
lbs. each) of ore were milled at gold mines in the Province of 
Intario and that crude bullion marketed during the same 
period was valued at 5,546,644 dollars. 


APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, between 
October 25 and 31, 1934, the following quantities of

Canadian apples were shipped to United Kingdom ports : — 
Boxes, 99,260; barrels, 56,570; and half-barrels, 1,350. 

Canadian apple exports during the current season down 
to October 18 totalled 269,588 barrels, 26,344 half-barrels 
and 549,679 boxes, as against 783,659 barrels, 38,234 half- 
barrels and 422,506 boxes during the corresponding period 
of last season. 


CEYLON 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


The Principal Collector, H.M. Customs, Colombo, reports 
that imports during September last were valued at 
Rs. 20,690,000, as compared with Rs. 12,818,000 in Sep- 
tember, 1933, while exports totalled Rs. 18,645,000 and 
Rs. 15,631,000, respectively. Re-exports in September totalled 
Rs. 1,669,000, as against Rs. 1,377,000 a year earlier. The 
totals for the nine months ended September 30, 1934, were:

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 


As compared with September, 1933, the value of imports 
of food, drink and tobacco rose by Rs. 1,599,000 to Rs. 
7,744,000 in September, 1934. Raw materials increased by 
Rs. 938,000 to Rs. 3,424,000, while manufactured articles 
advanced by Rs. 5,343,000 to Rs. 9,517,000. 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco, as compared with 
September, 1933, decreased by Rs. 825,000 to Rs. 10,858,000 
in September, 1934. Raw materials rose by Rs. 3,834,000 to 
Rs. 8,500,000, and manufactured articles increased by 
Rs. 4,000 to Rs. 110,000. 

During the nine months January-September, inclusive, 
the value of imports increased by Rs. 31,567,000 to Rs. 
160,365,000 and that of total exports by Rs. 58,058,000 to 
Rs. 202,738,000, as compared with the corresponding period 


for 1933. 

The chief rise in imports was under the head “‘ grain and 
flour’’; the principal rise in exports occurred in “‘ other 
food and drink.” 


IRISH FREE STATE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


A cable received by the London Office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York reports that the United States 
elections have been followed by a vigorous rally in com- 
modity and security markets. 

There was an improvement in general business last week. 
Retail and wholesale trade continued active and a good 
volume of wholesale orders for Christmas goods is reported. 

Railway freight loadings for the week ended October 27 
were 624,252 cars. This was 16,028 below the preceding 
week and 18,171 below a year ago, but 6,968 above two years 
ago. 

Production of electricity for the week ended October 27 
was moderately above the preceding week and 3:4 per cent. 
above a year ago. 

The farm price index on October 15 was 100 per cent. of 
the pre-war average, against 97 the month earlier and 78 a 
year ago. The Farm Purchasing Power index was 79 against 
76 and 67 respectively. 

New business placed with the lumber mills for the week 
ended October 27 was above that of the preceding three 
weeks; production and shipments, however, were the lowest 
since July. 

Retail food prices for the fortnight ended October 9 de- 
clined 0:7 per cent. following a steady increase since April; 
the current level is 28 per cent. above the post-war low of 
April, 1933. 

The general tone of the copper market last week improved 
with a smoother operation of the Code, the domestic demand 
increased and producers suspended the sales quotas. Foreign 
business was well maintained, although prices were lower 
at the week-end on uncertainty attending the outlook as 
regards agreement for curtailment of foreign production. 

There has been a reduced demand for lead, but no change 
in prices and the market is regarded as steady; zinc prices 
and demand have been irregular; tin orders smaller. Steel 
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operations last week advanced from 25} to 27 per cent. of 
capacity. Shipments of pig iron were heavier and the 
market improved with a larger demand from the automobjle 
industry and strengthening of scrap prices. 

Production of bituminous coal for the week ended Octo. 
ber 20 was 7,085,000 tons, being 35,000 above the preceding 
week and 55,000 above a year ago. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended November 3 was 78°7 against 788 
the week before and 79-0 the fortnight before. 

Reserve Banks’ discounts for the week ended October 3] 
declined one million dollars; open market purchases and 
Government securities were unchanged.

DENUNCIATION OF TREATY OF COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATION 


The Board of Trade are informed that notice of denun- 
ciation of the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between 
Peru and Japan was given by the Peruvian Government ina 
note dated October 5, 1934. The period of notice required 
before the denunciation becomes effective is one year. 


Under this Treaty, which was signed at Lima on Septem- 
ber 30, 1924, each Contracting Party undertakes, inter alia, 
to accord to the commerce and navigation of the other treat- 
ment no less favourable than that given to the commerce 
and navigation of any European or North American 
country.

POTATO (IMPORT REGULATION) ORDER, 1934 


1.—Board of Trade Order.—By an Order dated Octo- 
ber 29, 1934, made by the Board of Trade in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 1 of the Agricultural Marketing 
Act, 1933, the importation, except under licence, of potatoes 
grown in 
(a) any country not being a territory under the 
sovereignty of His Majesty, or under His Majesty’s 
suzerainty or protection, or 
(b) the Irish Free State 
is prohibited as from November 8, 1934. 


2. Licences and Certificates.—For the purpose of the Order 
potatoes will be deemed to be imported under licence if 
there is produced, in respect of such potatoes at the time of 
importation, either 

(1) a licence issued by the Board of Trade authorising 
the importation thereof; or 

(2) a certificate in a form approved by the Board of 
Trade given by an association to whom the Board of 
Trade has issued a licence authorising the importation 
of potatoes, stating that the potatoes specified in the 
certificate are being imported under the licence issued 
to the association ; 


and if the conditions (if any) of the licence or certificate are 
complied with. 

The Board of Trade has issued a licence to the Potato 
Importers’ Association, Ltd., of Russell Chambers, Covent 
Garden, London, W.C., and accordingly certificates in the 
approved form issued by this Association to its members will 
have the same validity for the purposes of this Order as 
licences issued by the Board of Trade to individual importers

for particular consignments. Notwithstanding the issue of a 
licence or certificate, importers must observe all orders and 
regulations in force at any time with regard to the importa- 
tion of potatoes. 


3, Entries for Potatoes imported under licence or certi- 
feate.—In the case of consignments of potatoes for the 
importation of which a licence or certificate has been issued 
the relative licence or certificate should be produced (in 
duplicate as issued) at the time when the Customs entry for 
the potatoes is delivered. A declaration is to be made on 
the entry that the potatoes are claimed to be imported under 
a licence or certificate (the number, if any, and date of 
which are to be stated) authorising the importation. If 
any consignment is not marked with net weights on each 
package, invoices or weight notes giving these particulars 
must be furnished. 


4, Declaration on Entries.—How to be Made.—The de- 
clarations referred to in paragraph 3 will be accepted 


(1) from the actual importer, if an individual, or from 
a clerk in his employment if duly authorised in writing ; 


(2) in the case of a private company or firm, from one 
of the partners or from a clerk in their employment, if 
duly authorised in writing; 


(3) in the case of a limited company, from any director 
or from the secretary, without authorisation under the 
seal of the company, or from any other officer of the 
company, if duly authorised in writing by any director 
or by the secretary ; 


(4) from a firm carrying on business as shipping or 
forwarding agents, to whom the importer has given the 
necessary authority in writing to act as his agent for 
Customs purposes; such authority will be taken to have 
given the agent implied authority to carry out all the 
business (including the making of the necessary declara- 
tion of value) in the usual way by his clerks or servants. 


Letters of authority, which may be general, or limited to 
specific importations, will be accepted, if executed 


(a) by a person who is competent, under (1), (2) and 
(3) above, to make the declaration by himself; or 


(b) who is specially authorised to issue such letters 
by a document executed in the same manner as would 
be required if he were being authorised to make the 
declaration. 


Where an entry is presented by a clerk or other officer in 
the employment of an importer or of an authorised firm of 
shipping or forwarding agents, the declaration on the entry 
must be.r the declarant’s full signature and description, 
eg. ‘‘A.B., Clerk to X and Co.,”’ and not merely ‘‘ X and 
Co.” or ‘‘ X and Co., pp. A.B.”’ 


5. Transit or Transhipment.—Potatoes in transit or in 
transhipment under bond are exempt from the prohibition.

The Board of Trade have received a copy of Order-in- 
Council No. 1592 of July 28, which provides, inter alia, that 
cloth of Empire origin of a type suitable for the manuv- 
facture of fumigation tents shall be admitted into Cyprus 
free from all Customs duties. 


PALESTINE 
PETROLEUM IMPORTATION ORDER, 1934 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Petroleum 
Importation Order, 1934, dated October 9, made under sub- 
section (1) of section 44 of the Customs Ordinance, 1929, 
which provides that no person shall import petroleum into 
Palestine in movable containers exceeding a capacity of 45 
litres. For the purposes of the Order, ‘‘ petroleum ’’ means 
any inflammable liquid having a flash point below 73 degrees 
Fahrenheit Abel close test, which is derived from petroleum, 
coal, shale, peat or any other bituminous substance, or from 
any of their products, and includes spirit known as petrol, 
gasoline, benzine, benzol, motor spirit, aviation spirit,. 
petroline, mineral naphtha and crude petroleum. 
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_ NEWFOUNDLAND 
REVISED CUSTOMS AND EXCISE TARIFF 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ (page 693), the revised Schedules of 
Customs and Excise duties (Schedules ‘‘ A” and ‘*C”’ 
respectively) which will come into force in Newfoundland 
on January 1 next by virtue of the Revenue Act, 1935, are 
set out in full below. 

The preferential rates of duty referred to in Schedule A 
are to apply to goods the products of Great Britain and 
Northern [reland when imported directly therefrom; and all 
other goods are to be subject to the full rates of duty, with 
the exception that coffee, green, roasted or ground; 
cocoanut, desiccated, sweetened or not; tea and tomatoes, 
the product of any of the non-self-governing Colonies and 
Protectorates or of the mandated territory of Tanganyika, 
the Cameroons under British mandate or Togoland under 
British mandate, are to enjoy the benefits of the preferential 
rates of duty. 


REPEAL OF SPECIAL TAXES 


The Act repeals the Tax on Goods Act, 1933, under which 
a tax of 74 per cent. ad valorem was levied on most im- 
ported goods, and also repeals the Acts providing for the 
addition of a temporary surtax of 3 per cent. on all pay- 
ments of Customs and Excise duties and import taxes. 


DRAWBACKS 


The Act provides that on the materials set forth in 
Schedule B below, when used for the purpose specified in 
that Schedule, there may be paid, subject to such con- 
ditions as the Commissioner for Finance may from time to 
time by regulation prescribe, the several rates of drawback 
of Customs duties set forth in the Schedule. 


BouNTIES 


There may be paid to the exporter of any goods enumer- 
ated in Schedule D below the rates of bounty set forth in the 
Schedule, subject to such conditions as the Commissioner 
for Finance may from time to time by regulations prescribe. 


PROHIBITED Goops 
The importation into Newfoundland of any of the goods 


enumerated in Schedule E below is prohibited.

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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 
IRISH FREE STATE 
TOBACCO ACT, 1984 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Tobacco 
Act, 1934, dated September 13, which provides for the regu- 
lation and control of the growing of tobacco in the Irish Free 
State and of the manufacture and sale of such tobacco. 

Section VI of the Act provides, inter alia, that the im- 
portation into the Irish Free State of tobacco, whether 
manufactured or unmanufactured, and of tobacco seeds and 
plants, shall be prohibited except under licence. The exporta- 
tion of tobacco, whether manufactured or unmanufactured, 
is similarly prohibited. 


QUOTAS ON MOTOR CARS, CHASSIS AND 
BODIES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 25 
(page 634) regarding the control of Imports (Quotas Nos. 8, 
9 and 10) Orders, 1934, the United Kingdom Trade Com- 
missioner at Dublin has forwarded to the Board of Trade 
copies of the respective ‘‘ First Period’’ Orders, dated 
November 8, appertaining thereto which appoint the period 
November 26, 1934, to June 30, 1935, as the first quota 
period in each case and fix the quotas therefor as follows :—

AMENDMENT TO PREFERENCE REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Empire 
Preferential Tariff (Amendment) Regulations, 1934, dated 
August 23, which are substituted for the Empire Preferen- 
tial Tariff (Amendment) Regulations, 1933. The only change 
in the Regulations relates to Section 4 of Rule 3, under 
which, in the case of manufactured goods composed of several

tent, the goods as a whole were subject to the highest per- 
centage to which any component was subjected. This Rule 
has been substituted by two Rules which provide that (1) 
where goods falling within a class or description of goods 
set out in the Appendix to the Rules are goods containing 
a dutiable component which does not fall within a class or 
description of goods set out in that Appendix, the Rules 
shall apply to such component as though it were included in 
the Appendix, and (2) where any goods not falling in a class 
or description of goods set out in the Appendix are goods 
containing a dutiable component which falls within such 
class or description, the Rules shall not apply to such 
component. 

The Appendix to the Rules referred to above is the list 
of manufactured goods in respect of which the Empire 
content requirement is 50 per cent. or 75 per cent. This list 
is the same as that in respect of which similar Empire con- 
tent requirements have been enforced in the United 
iNingdom. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN 
ARTICLES FOR MOTOR-BUS, ETC., BODY- 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


Proclamation No. 188 of 1934, published in the Union 
Government ‘‘ Gazette’’ of September 28, states that, 
subject to the prescribed Regulations, a rebate of the 
ordinary duty otherwise payable is to be allowed on the 
following articles, to the extent indicated below, when im- 
ported into the Union by a manufacturer for use in the 
motorbus and electric trolley-bus body-building industry : 


(a) A rebate of the duty on metal skeleton framework, 
unassembled or in unfinished parts, for bodies, 
destination boxes, windows and seats, when im- 
ported for the building of motorbus and electric 
trolley-bus bodies in the Union; 

(b) A rebate of 15 per cent. ad valorem on motorbus 
chassis and of 17 per cent. ad valorem on electric 
trolley-bus undercarriages when imported for use 
with metal skeleton frameworks imported in terms 
of paragraph (a) ; 

(c) A rebate of the duty on metal sections not provided 
for in Item 122* of the Tariff and not perforated, 
put together or worked up in any way, when im- 
ported for the construction in the Union of the 
framework of motorbus and electric trolley-bus 
bodies, destination boxes, windows and seats. 


REFUND OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN 
GLASS JARS 


Proclamation No. 187 of 1934, published in the Union 
Government ‘‘ Gazette’’ of September 28, states that, 
subject to prescribed Regulations, a refund of the duties 
paid on glass jars imported into the Union is to be made 
in respect of such jars used as containers of fish or fish 
paste manufactured in the Union and exported therefrom. 


VIRGIN ISLANDS 
AMENDMENT TO PREFERENCE REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Statutory 
Rules and Orders No. 5, dated September 11, which gives 
effect to an amendment to the British Preferential Tariff 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1933, similar to that effected in 
St. Christopher and Nevis by the Statutory Rules and 
Orders, No. 14 of 1934—to which reference is made in the 
current issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’

AUSTRIA 


EXPORT OF COTTON WASTE AND RAGS 
PROHIBITED 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ of October 30, 1934, contains 
an Order, dated October 26 and effective as from October 30, 
which prohibits the export from Austria of cotton and cotton 
waste, raw, cleaned, milled, bleached, dyed (Tariff No. 131), 
and of cotton, linen, wool, and silk rags, cloth clippings, 
hat clippings, old nets, old cable and cordage; lint (un- 
ravelled linen cloth) (ex Tariff No. 558). 


EXPORT OF RAW HIDES AND SKINS 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ of November 3, 1934, contains 
an Order, dated October 19, 1934, and effective as from 
November 3, 1934, to the effect that the export abroad of 
raw hides of horse and cattle, and raw calf skins, ex Tariff 
No. 275, must first be notified to the Austrian Ministry for 
Trade and Commerce on the officially prescribed form, and 
will only be permitted after confirmation of such notification 
by the Ministry. 


BELGIUM 
SURTAX ON SUGAR AND SUGARED GOODS 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of October 31 contains a Decree, 
dated October 27, extending until September 30, 1935, the 
surtax of 20 francs per 100 kilogs., which was imposed in 
December, 1930 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 11, 1930, 
page 697), on certain sugar and sugared goods, and the 
duty of 130 frs. per metric ton on sugar-beet imposed in 
August, 1932 (see the “ B.T.J.”’ of August 25, 1932, page 
269). 


CHINA 


PROHIBITION OF THE IMPORTATION OF WAR 
GASES, EXPLOSIVES, ETC. 


H.M. Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai has forwarded a 
copy of Customs Notification No. 13885 which authorises the 
addition of certain war gases, explosives, etc., to the exist- 
ing list of contraband, prohibited and restricted articles and 
that in consequence the importation from abroad or move- 
ment within China of the following materials is henceforth 
prohibited unless covered by National Government Huchao, 
viz. :— 

(a) Gases: 

Phosgene; chlorine (vide note below); bromine; 
cyanogen bromide; bromoacetone (tear gas); chloro- 
picrin ; aromatic arsines (adamsite, etc.) ; allyl-isothio- 
cyanate; mustard gas, and all other war gases. 

(N.B.—Chlorine may be imported without any 
restriction provided satisfactory evidence is pro- 
duced to show that it is solely for use by local 
waterworks in the purification of water.) 

(b) Prepared explosives: 

Trinitro-toluene (T.N.T.); gun cotton; hexanitro- 
diphenylamine ; trinitrophenylmethylnitroamine 
(tetryl), and other trinitro and higher nitro-organic 
compounds. 

(N.B.—Picric acid, formerly classed as an explo- 
sive material, is transferred to this heading, and 
the production of Ts’ai-cheng Pu Yiintan (hitherto 
required in addition to the Huchao) will in future 
not be necessary. 


(c) Explosive materials: 


Barium nitrate; strontium nitrate and all acetyl- 
ides, azides, fulminates, picrates, chlorates (excluding 
potassium chlorate}, perchlorates (excluding potas- 
sium perchlorate). 

(N.B.—Oil of mirbane, already classed as an ex- 
plosive material, is transferred to this heading, and 
the production of Ts’ai-cheng Pu Yiintan (hitherto 
required in addition to the Huchao) will in future 
not be necessary). 


Explosive materials will in future, therefore, fall into two 
classes; those which must be covered by Huchao only, and 
those for which Ts’ai-cheng Pu Yiintan is required in addi- 
tion. To the former class belong the materials listed in (c) 
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above, and to the latter belong those classed as “‘ sulphur, 
saltpetre and similar explosive materials,’’ i.e. :— 


Saltpetre (potassium nitrate) ; Chile saltpetre (sodium 
nitrate); lime saltpetre (calcium nitrate); norge salt. 
petre (basic calcium nitrate); sulphur; potassium 
chloride (muriate of potash); potassium chlorate; 
potassium perchlorate; nitric acid; sulphuric acid; 
phosphorous (red, white and yellow) ; nitrate of ammonia, 

(N.B.—Fertilisers containing 85 per cent. or under 
of muriate of potash may be imported without re. 
striction as an ordinary article of commerce, provided 
it is intended for use only as a fertiliser.) 


These regulations became effective as from September 19, 
1934, but no restriction will be enforced on the importation 
of gases and explosive materials (excluding oil of mirbane) 
listed in (a) and (c) above, if proof is forthcoming to show 
that they were ordered from abroad prior to the issue of 
this notification. 


ESTONIA 


FURTHER ADDITION TO LIST OF GOODS 
REQUIRING IMPORT LICENCES 


H.M. Consul at Tallinn has forwarded translation of a 
Government Regulation, effective as from October 26, which 
adds raw cotton to the list of goods for the importation of 
which into Estonia a special licence is required under the 
State Import Monopoly. 


FINLAND 
DECLARATION OF ORIGIN OF GOODS 


H.M. Representative at Helsingfors has forwarded parti- 
culars of a Decree, dated October 10, 1934, which renders 
obligatory the declaration of the country of purchase, sale, 
origin and consumption of goods imported into Finland or 
exported therefrom, as well as a statement of their value. 

A translation of the text of the Decree, which enters into 
force on January 1, 1935, is given below. 


DECREE RELATING TO THE INDICATION OF THE COUNTRY OF 
PurcHASE, SALE, OrniGIN AND CONSUMPTION AND VALUE 
IN THE IMPORTATION OR EXPORTATION OF MERCHANDISE. 


Para. l 


A declaration shall be made for statistical purposes, in 
accordance with previous legislation for all goods imported 
into Finland or exported from Finland, stating the country 
of purchase and the country of origin or the country of sale 
and destination as well as the value of the goods. 


Para, 2 


As the country of purchase shall be stated the country 
where the goods were bought, or, in the case of goods not 
purchased, the country from which the goods were des- 
patched either directly or via another country for sale or 
other purpose, and as the country of sale shall be meant the 
country to which the goods were sold, or, in the case of 
unsold goods, the country for which the goods are ultimately 
destined for sale or other purpose. 

As country of origin shall be stated, in the case of natural 
produce, the country where the goods were produced, and 
in the case of industrial products, the country where the 
goods have been brought to the finished state, in which they 
are imported into this country. If the country of origin 1s 
not known, that country (country of despatch) shall be 
stated from which the goods were originally shipped to Fin- 
land with or without transhipment en route. 

As country of consumption shall be stated the country 
where the goods are intended to be used, or where they under- 
go transformation, repair or completion. If the country of 
consumption is not known, the country (country of destina- 
tion) to which the goods are despatched, with or without 
transhipment of the goods, shall be stated. 

Repacking, re-sorting or blending shall not be regarded as 
finishing, unless the goods by such treatment became elass!- 
fiable under another item of the trade statistical headings.

INCREASED DUTIES ON BARLEY AND MALT: 
WITHDRAWAL OF LICENCE TAXES 


‘Journal Officiel ’’ of November 3 contains 
a Decree, dated November 2, which increases the Customs 
duties on barley and malt, and raises a new Tariff heading 
in respect of malt extracts.

DUTIES IMPOSED ON WOOLGREASE AND 
WOOLGREASE OLEINS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of November 7 contains 
a Decree, dated November 6, instituting the following 
Customs duties (‘* Minimum ”’ Tariff rates only are shown), 
viz.:—Unpurified woolgrease—25 francs per 100 kilogs. ; 
Woolgrease oleins containing more than 50 per cent. 
of saponifiable material and having at the same time an 
index of saponification equal to or greater than 100 and an 
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index of acidity equal to or greater than 70—30 frs. per 
100 kilogs. 

These goods were previously free of duty; when proved to 
have been sent direct to France before November 7 they will 
be admitted duty-free if declared for consumption without 
having been warehoused. 


MODIFIED DUTIES ON TEAK: CORRECTION 

With reference to the notice in last week’s ‘* B.T.J.,” 
page 694, regarding modified French Customs duties on 
teak, it should be noted that the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ 
of November 9 announces that the new ‘‘ Minimum ’’ Tariff 
duty on squared or sawn teak having a thickness from 
2 millimetres exclusive to 35 millimetres inclusive, not 
including veneer sheets and leaves, is 18 frs. per 100 kilogs., 
and not 12 frs. per 100 kilogs. as previously stated. 


INCREASED DUTIES ON CERTAIN MACHINE 
PARTS 

The French Customs Tariff provides that worked com- 
ponent parts of machines which are included in Tariff 
No. 532 (component parts of moulded cast iron, turned, 
filed or adjusted); Tariff No. 533 (component parts of 
wrought or stamped iron or steel, moulded iron or steel, or 
malleable cast iron), and ex Tariff No. 535 bis A (unspecified 
component parts of two or more metals, except cocks and 
valves) are to pay only 50 per cent. of the duties pre- 
scribed under these numbers when imported under certain 
conditions, for the repair and maintenance of foreign 
tractors and agricultural and horticultural machines in 
general, except cream separators. This facility has, how- 
ever, been suspended by a Decree of November 3, published 
in the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of November 6, in con- 
sequence of which these goods must now pay the full duties. 

Goods of the above kinds proved to have been sent direct 
to France before November 6 will be admitted at the re- 
duced rates of duty if declared for consumption without 
having been warehoused. 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA 

MARKING OF VARIOUS IMPORTED GOODS 

The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of French West Africa of Octo- 
ber 6 contains an Order, dated September 26, which enforces 
in French West Africa the French Decrees of June 28 and 
August 29 last requiring an indication of origin to be 
marked on the following goods: Wallpapers; miners’ safety 
jamps, etc.; certain porcelain ware; men’s linen and shirts; 
soaps; certain chemicals, glue and gelatine (see the 
“B.T.J.”’ of July 19, 1934, page 120); mincing machines, 
freezers, etc.; stoves, heaters and cookers, etc.; and pottery 
and fireproof products (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of September 13, 
1934, pages 416-417). 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTA: COTTON TISSUES 

H.M. Consul-General at Dakar reports, by telegraph, the 
exhaustion of the quota allotted to the United Kingdom 
for the import of cotton tissues, printed or manufactured 
with dyed threads, into French Guinea until December 31. 


GERMANY 


ATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for September, 1934, at 8,365,800 metric tons 
(i.e. an increase of 12 per cent. over 74 million metric tons). 
In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement 
of April 13, 1933, between the United Kingdom and Ger- 
many, the quota for the importation into the German 
Customs Area of coal and coke from the United Kingdom 
for November, 1934, has therefore been correspondingly 
increased from the minimum of 180,000 metric tons to 
201,600 metric tons. 


IMPORTA 


GUATEMALA 
TAX ON IMPORTED PACKAGES 
A Decree of May, 1932, imposed a tax of 5 centavos on 
each package or parcel imported into Guatemala, for the 
purpose of raising funds for the reconstruction of the 
Central Customs Office. A recent Decree increases this tax 


to 10 centavos. Parcels containing samples of no commercial 
value will, however, continue to pay the former rate. 
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GUATEMALA—Continued 
PACKAGES CONTAINING DIFFERENTLY 
CLASSIFIED ARTICLES 


H.M. Representative at Guatemala has forwarded the 
text of two additional ‘‘ Rules for the Application of the 
Customs Tariff,’ dealing with the treatment of goods 
imported in mixed packages. 

A translation of the two new rules, which take effect on 
December 9, is given below :— 


1. Textiles with different tariff classifications, when im- 
ported in the same package, shall be subject to the import 
duties applicable to each particular type, plus a surcharge 
of 20 per cent. unless they bear separate markings, labels 
or wrappers which give a description of the goods sufficient 
for their differentiation and assessment. 

This surcharge shall in no way affect any fines or 
penalties which may be levied. 


2. When articles with different tariff classifications are 
imported in small boxes, packets, cartons and the like, these 
being contained in bales, cases, crates and similar large 
receptacles, and the small boxes, etc., do not bear a descrip- 
tion of their contents, then the import duty levied on each 
small box, etc., will be that applicable to the most highly 
rated article in the whole package, even though exact par- 
ticulars of the goods are given in the Customs declaration. 


MANCHURIA 
TAX ON CIGARS AND CIGARETTES 


H.M. Representative at Peking has forwarded translation 
of a Law, Imperial Ordinance No. 49, promulgated on 
June 18, 1934, which provides for the levying of a tax on 
all cigars and cigarettes, such tax to be levied in accordance 
with the classification of the goods.

MEXICO 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


A Decree, dated August 30, published in the Mexican 
‘* Diario Oficial ’’ of September 5, contains certain modifi- 
cations to the Customs Import Tariff. The duties on cork 
dises and tiles have been reduced, those on dolls and on 
combs and fasteners of casein, celluloid and similar plastics 
have been increased, and the tariff headings relating to 
certain yarns and tissues and manufactures thereof have 
been altered, but the duties remain the same. These include 
rigging of jute; certain yarns and tissues of silk and silk 
mixtures; adhesive cotton cloths, etc.; cotton wicks and 
gas mantles; certain plaited tissues of cotton, linen, 
vegetable fibres, wool, silk, etc.

NETHERLANDS 
REVISED IMPORT QUOTA FOR INSULATED 
KLECTRIC WIRE 
With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of August 16, 
1934 (page 280), the Commercial Secretary reports that the 


United Kingdom’s yearly quota for insulated electric wire 
has been increased from 18,602 to 19,384 kilogs. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: REVISED QUOTAS 


The Commercial Secretary at The Hague reports that the 
existing restrictions on the importation into the Nether- 
lands of electric lamps, non-twined hemp yarns and rope, 
cordage and multiple- thread yarns have been extended for 
a further period of six months, i.e. from November 1, 1934, 
until May 1, 1935, and the following revised proportionate 
quotas have been allocated to the United Kingdom : — 

Electric incandescent lamps—101,430 (number). 

Non-twined hemp yarns—590 kilogs. 

Rope, cordage and multiple-thread yarns—17,746 kilogs. 


NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 


IMPORT RESTRICTION ON BOTTLED BEER 
(RENEWAL) 
With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 26, 


1934 (page 170), regarding the prohibition of the importation 
of bottled beer into the Netherland East Indies, except 
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under Government licence, H.M. Representative at Batavia 
reports that the restriction has been extended for a further 
period of two years from October 13, 1934, to October 13, 
1936. For the first six months of this period, i.e. from Octo. 
ber 13, 1934, to April 12, 1935, inclusive, the maximum quota 
has been fixed at 1,840,000 litres. Import licences, as pre. 
viously, will be issued only to those who were bona-fide 
importers of bottled beer in the basic year 1931. 


ITALY 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of November 6 containg 
a Royal Decree-Law dated October 18, and effective on publi- 
cation, which modifies the Customs duties on certain metallic 
goods and chemical products. 


The Decree-Law modifies the general rates of duty on 
certain goods subject to conventional rates of duty which 
remain in force; these latter are not given below, as no duty 
change is involv ed for goods from countries enjoying most. 
favoured-nation treatment. Unless indicated to the con.

THE ANGLO-GERMAN PAYMENTS AGREEMENT 


BOARD OF TRADE ANNOUNCEMENT 
RELATING TO OUTSTANDING DEBTS 
1. Article 4 of the Anglo-German Payments Agreement 
of November 1, 1934 (Cmd. 4726), secures that the Reichs- 
bank will provide a sum of not less than £400,000 towards 
the liquidation of outstanding debts as defined in Article 8 
(see para. 2 below). Further, the Reichsbank will make 
every endeavour to expedite the liquidation of outstanding 
debts by the realisation of outstanding German commercial 
claims on the United Kingdom whether by a credit operation 
or otherwise. 


Under Article 6 of the Agreement, so long as there are 
outstanding debts which have not been completely liquidated 
under the provisions of Article 4, the Reichsbank will, out 
of foreign exchange received from German exports to the 
United Kingdom, allocate amounts sufficient to ensure the 
liquidation of all such outstanding debts within a maximum 
period of 12 months from November 1, 1934. The amount 
allocated for this purpose is provisionally fixed at 10 per 
cent. of the value of German exports to the United Kingdom 
calculated on the basis stated in the Agreement but will be 
increased if necessary to ensure the complete liquidation of 
the outstanding debts within 12 months from November 1, 
1934. 


2. By the terms of Article 8 of the Agreement “‘ outstand- 
ing debts ’’ mean “ all outstanding debts due before Novem- 
ber 1, 1934, to persons in the United Kingdom from persons 
in Germany in respect of the sale of goods, and for all pur- 





poses of this Agreement shall be deemed to include interest 
thereon as provided by agreement or by German law.” 
‘‘ Persons in Germany” mean ‘“‘ persons and corporations 
ordinarily resident or ordinarily carrying on business in 
Germany ’’ and “‘ persons in the United Kingdom ”’ mean 
‘‘ persons and corporations ordinarily resident or ordinarily 
carrying on business in the United Kingdom.”’ 


3. In order to obtain information as to debts due from 
traders in Germany to traders in the United Kingdom, 
the Board of Trade issued circulars on July 3 and Septem- 
ber 17, 1934. This information was required for the negotia- 
tions with the German Government leading up to the Agree- 
ment of November 1, 1934. It is now desired to obtain final 
statements for transmission to the German Government of 
the outstanding debts due to traders in the United Kingdom 
in the period March 1-October 31, 1934, with a view to 
liquidation under the terms of the Agreement. 


4. Claims for outstanding debts due before March 1, 1934, 
are to be subjected to a special examination by the United 
Kingdom and German Governments in order to decide 
whether they shall be discharged under the provisions of 
Article 4 and of Article 6 of the Agreement. Information 4s 
to such debts was requested in the Board of Trade’s circular 
of September 17, 1934, and for the time being further re 
turns in respect of such debts are not required. 


5. Persons in the United Kingdom, as defined above, 
having outstanding debts due from persons in Germany 18

respect of the sale of goods are accordingly requested to 
make returns on the printed forms A and/or B—copies of 
which are attached. Lorm A is to be completed in respect 
of debts due for payment between March 1, 19384, and 
August 19, 1934, inclusive; and Form B in respect of debts 
due for payment between August 20, 1934—the date of entry 
into force of the Anglo-German Exchange Agreement—and 
October 31, 1984, inclusive. 


6. Instructions for completion of forms. 


(a) The forms should be completed in triplicate and 
forwarded to the German Claims Section, Cornwall 
House, Stamford Street, London, S.H.1. Application 
for further copies of the forms should be made to the 
same address. 


(b) A separate form should be completed in triplicate 
in respect of each debtor. When the statement of debts 
from a single debtor is too lengthy for completion on one 
page, it should be carried forward to a second or further 
pages, as necessary. ‘The total amount owed should be 
stated on the final page. 


(c) For the purpose of determining the due date of a 
debt only the final or net due date should be taken into 
consideration. 


(d) As regards debts due for payment between 
August 20, 1934, and October 31, 1934, entry should not 
be made of debts for which payment is being secured by 
the liquidation of Sondermarks through the Special 
Account of the Bank of England established under the 
Anglo-German Exchange Agreement of August 10, 1934. 
The Agreement of November 1, 1934, makes special pro- 
vision for the liquidation of such debts. 


(e) It is understood that in the absence of any con- 
tract to the contrary a creditor is entitled under German 
law to claim interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum on the amount outstanding from the date on 
which the debt became finally due until the date on 
which the debt is finally settled. Provision is included 
in the forms for particulars as to interest. Such interest 
cannot, however, be claimed in so far as a German debtor 
has paid his liability in Reichsmarks. 


7. Date for ledging of forms.—The final date for lodging 
forms is November 20, 1934. 


8. The sum of £400,000 to be provided by the Reichsbank 
under Article 4 of the Agreement is now available and 
creditors are particularly requested to furnish the informa- 
tion as soon as possible and in any case not later than the 
abeve date, in order that the process of liquidation may be 
expedited. 


9. Further Procedwre.—-When the claims have been re- 
ceived they will be communicated to the German Authorities 
with instructions as to the order in which exchange should 
be provided. It will be for the United Kingdom creditors 
to request their debtors to apply to the Reichsbank for the 
exchange necessary to enable the debts to be discharged. 
The Reichsbank will deal with these applications in the 
order of priority laid down, as and when exchange becomes 
available within the maximum period of twelve months pro- 
vided for under the Agreement of November 1, 1934.
